That, according to all evidence, is far below the needs of 
the millions of Russians.

Calves may be vaccinated u'hile 
they are six and seven months old, 
this vaccination helps these calves 
to acquire considerable resistance 
to the disease.

started by the Pennsylvania Bureau 
of Animal Industry, indemnity will 
be paid for all vaccinated animals 
which remain positive to the blood- 
test, eighteen months after they 
were vaccinated 
Heifers may be 
bred while still 
positive. 
Vacci­ 
nated animals do not spread the 
disease in the herd. 
Herd owners who wish to start 
calf vaccination should see a veter­ 
inarian For additional information 
on this program, stop at the Agri­ 
cultural Extension Office, 206 Post 
Office Building.
